YESTERDAY'S INQUEST. 

Yesterday afternoon Major C. 
Willson and a jury held an _in- 
quest on.a Chinese named Chan - 
Ping employed at. the, Taikeo . 
Sugar Refinery. : 

* A foki said that on Anat 29 he 
and deceased entered a sugar tank 
Co clean it. After their work 
they climbed out. The depth of 
the. tank' was about a. man’s 
height. There were no rungs to 
climb up by, but by reaching up 
with their hands they were able to 
grasp the rim of the . tank and 
haul themselyes out. At the top 


‘lof the tank was a lever. which 


controlled the’ shaft inside the’ 
tank, . Witness and the deceased 
climbed up one on either side’ of 
the lever,’ It is not clear which 
of the two managed to dislodge 
the' lever while climbing up. The 
shaft was started in motion and 
it revolved four rods. Witness 
was caught by one of the rods and 
flung to one side with a broken 
leg. The deceased was thrown to 
the bottom and both his legs were 
broken, The foreman was at- 
tracted by their cries and he pull- 
ed the lever to. The witness haul- 
ed himself out in spite’ of his 
broken leg'and was carried away 
by fokis, The deceased was then 
in the bottom of the tank and 
witness did not know what hap- 
pened to him. . 

The Chinese ‘foreman ' said 
deceased was removed from the 
bottom of the tank with the help 
of two firemen and taken by 
motor ambulance to hospital. 

Replying to the jury the fore- 
man said there were five tanks in 
the sugar house all worked ‘by a 
main shaft which was working all 
the time. Each tank had a con. 
trolling shaft and lever which per- 
mitted the tanks to be worked in- 
dependently of each other, Three 
of the tanks were working at the 
time, while the one in which the 
accident occurred and another 
hnd not been worked since. last 
year., 

Another witness spoke about 
each lever having a pin which . 
kept it locked. The pin was not’ - 
in position in the tank where the 
two men got injured. —., 

Mr. Stewart, ‘in charge of the 

sugar boilers at the refinery, said 
the cleaning out of the tanks was 
a weekly duty carried out’ by the 
same men who were familiar with 
auch work... He said it was the . 
duty of the “blower out” to fix ’ 
the pins in. the levers, and the 
foreman had to sce that. they 
were in position, 
Evidence - of the: terrible in- 
juries suffered by. the deceased’ 
was given by Dr, D, J. Valentine,» 
in charge of the Government 
Civil Hospital.

The natives seem to 
have settled down to conditions 
quite comfortably and have 
already built houses and other 
structures of the lake. 
Yravelling in Dug-outs, 
On reaching the Pahang river 
ferry, six miles from Jerantut, 
the landing stage having ‘washed 
away by the'floods. The river 
itself is stated to have become 
much wider since the floods, no 
doubt due largely to the silt.

cisea, endeavours are being made to 
enact various scenes representing 
stages in the two battles. The 
ships of the modern Navy differ 
widely. in appearance from the 
older classes which were engaged in 
the two actions.
